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We  find  evidence  that  some  of  the  Malotts  came  to  Virginia 
and  Maryland  in  the  early  days.  A  family  by  that  name  settled

Just  across  the  state  border  from  the  Washington  County, 
Maryland,  Malotts,  we  find  a  number  by  that  name  residing  in  what 
is  now  Fulton  County,  Pennsylvania.  This  district  which  comprises 
the  present  Fulton  County  has  in  the  past  been  in  the  confines 
of  four  oth  -r  counties : -Chester ,  Cumberland,  Lancaster  and  Bedford. 

IfJe  find  the  Malotts  settling  around  1300  in  Clermont  County, 
Ohio.  Th-«  story  goes  that  Daniel  Malott,  the  surveyor,  served  in 
Clermont  County  as  an  assistant  to  Gen.  Lytle  and  became  most 
enthusiastic  about  tie  future  for  Ohio.  Daniel  Malott  returned 
to  Maryland  and  certain  other  ^alotts  took  his  advice  and  came 
to  Clermont  County,  Ohio,  settling  around  Williamsburgh  and  East 
Fork  no.  r  Serin's  Mills  in  the  Snell  neighborhood. 

Our  particular  branch  settled  in  Kentucky  and  Indiana.  The

later  generations  of  the  family  have  settled  in  many  states  of 
the  Union.

There  t.re  several  stories  about  the  arrival  of  our  first 
Malott  ancestor  in  America.  All  these  stories  agree  on  one  point 
that  the  Malotts  were  French  Huguenots.  The  Huguenot  Society 
of  South  Carolina  has  dmitted  Mrs.  Harrison  Johnston  of 
Birmingham,  Alabama,  to  membership  because  of  her  descent  from 
our  ancestor,  Theodorus  Malott  of  Maryland,

In  the  year  1700  four  boatloads  of  French  Huguenots  came 
from  London  to  Manakintown  in  Virginia  at  the  mouth  of  the  James 
River.  (See  page  45  of  Brock's  book  concerning  the  French  Huguenot 
Emigration  to  Virginia.  See  also  "The  Huguenot  Founders  of 
Manakintown  in  the  Colony  of  Virginia,  page  7  and  page  73;  see 
Vol.  5  of  the  aew  series  of  the  Virginia  Historical  Magazine,  page 
45;  also  documents  chiefly  unpublished  relating  to  the  Huguenot 
Emigration  to  Virginia  and  the  settlement  at  Manakin.)  The 
Huguenot  Society  of  South  Carolina  states  that  the  first  boatloads 
of  French  refugees  were  sent  under  the  Auspices  of  the  Lords  of 
Wales  and  Plantation. 

^P^According  to  Brock’s  account,  these  Huguenots  were  people 

from  various  walks  of  life.  Many  had  left  large  estates  and  some 

* 

were  of  royal  blood  but  when  they  arrived  in  Virginia  they  were 
penniless  and  unequipped  for  hard  labor. 

Many  of  these  people  spent  a  hard  winter  but  it  is  said 
they  never  lost  their  good  spirits.  We  notice  an  account  where 
30  bushels  of  Indian  meal  were  allotted  monthly  to  Theophile 
Malot  and  his  wife  (being  the  rations  for  two  persons) .  See 
page  26  of  Brock’s  book  for  a  description  of  this  fact* 
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In  the  year  1701  many  of  these  Huguenots  left  Virginia  for 
Maryland •  We  presume  Theophile  Malot  and  his  family  went  to 
Maryland  at  this  time.  Possibly  the  Malotts  settled  in  Prince 
Charles  County  which  later  became  Prince  George's  County,  Maryland. 
In  1748  Frederick  County  was  taken  from  Prince  George's  County  and 
in  1776  Washington  County,  Allegeny  and  Garrett  Counties  were 

i 

separated  from  Frederick  County.  The  data  relating  to  Theodorus  ‘ 
Malot  is  in  the  present  records  of  Frederick  Co.,  Md. 

The  name  Malott  is  spelled  in  a  v sriety  of  ways,  such  as 
Malot,  Mallet,  Malotte,  Mellott  and  Malott. 

The  first  shipload  of  French  Huguenot  refugees  arrived  at 
the  mouth  of  the  James  River  on  July  22,  1700  and  the  Ship  was 
the  "Mary  and  Ann"  of  London  with  George  Hawes  as  captain. 

In  Sharf's  "History  of  Western  Maryland"  there  is  a  copy  of 
the  v/ill  of  Theodorus  Malot  and  it  was  the  first  will  recorded 
in  that  section  of  Maryland.  * 

Some  writers  feel  that  the  first  of  the  four  boats  of  French 
Huguenots  to  arrive  in  1700  in  Virginia  was  the  boat  "Peter  and 
Anthony"  but  the  names  of  our  ancestors  are  not  found  on  this  ship’s 
sailing  list.  It  is  stated  definitely  in  Brock  that  Theophile  Malot 
and  Ms  wife  were  in  the  first  of  the  four  boats  to  land.  In 
the  article  that  appears  on  page  7  of  the  Huguenot  Society 
Publication  number  6,  it  says  that  the  ship  "Mary  and  Ann"  was 
the  first  of  the  fleet  of  these  4  ships. to  arrive  here  bearing 
the  French  Huguenot  refugees. 

Reverend  Ahimaaz  Mellott  who  has  written  a  book  entitled 
"The  History  of  the  Fulton  County  Pennsylvania  Families"  had  an 
article  published  in  the  Fulton  County  Democrat  Newspaper  of 
McConnelsburg ,  Pa.  in  June  1912  in  which  he  gives  a  rather  detailed 
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genealogy  of  the  Pennsylvania  branch  of  the  Mellott  family.

Still  another  family  tradition  was  told  by  Michael  A.  Malott, 
son  of  Hiram  and  Mary  Haas  Malott  to  the  effect  that  our  Malott 
ancestor  being  a  Huguenot  was  forced  to  leave  France  and  go  over 
to  Holland  for  a  time  before  sailing  for  America. 

Others  tell  that  the  first  Malott  came  with  Lord  Baltimore 
to  Maryland. 

Another  story  in  certain  branches  of  the  family  link  us  to

the  family  of  John  Mallet,  a  Huguenot,  who  settled  in  Connecticut. 
The  children  of  this  Jolin  Mallett  were:  David,  John  Jr.,  Lewis, 
Joanna  and  Peter.  Peter  was  born  1712.  This  family  were 
entitled  to  a  coat  of  arms  which  is  described  in  the  book  which 
was  compiled  by  Anna  S.  Mallett  in  1895  at  Harrisburg,  Pa. 

In  the  Library  of  Congress  in  the  collection  of  rare  books 
there  are  two  companion  volumes,  one  of  wrhich  is  an  elaborate  famil 
tree  showing  descendants  of  Jacques  Mallett  born  in  Rouen  France  in 
1530  and  other  trees  of  some  of  his  descendants.  These  books  were 


compiled  by  Severo  Mallett-Prevost  in  1930. 
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The  photostat  of  the  family  tree  is  difficult  to  read,  according 
to  Laura  Malotte  Armstrong,  who  spent  some  time  studying  it. 

It  is  iost  elaborate  showing  many  lines  of  descent  and  is  written 
in  French  and  in  most  delicate  hand-writing . 

One  ancestral  line,  however,  hid  many  names  such  as  we  find 
in  our  own  branch  such  as:  Catherine,  Elizabeth,  Sarah,  Theodore,  eti 
and  since  the  father  of  tils  line  was  Theodores,  Mrs.  Armstrong 
attempted  to  copy  his  line  and  dates  back  to  Jacques  Mallett. 

It  runs  thtis :  Theodores,  June  111,  1712,  his  father  Gideon,  his 
father  Jacques,  his  father  hobert,  his  father  Gabriel,  his  father 
Jacques .

Mrs.  Armstrong  goes  on  to*  say  that  circumstantial  evidence  is  strong 
that  there  is  some  connection  between  this  family  and  our  own. 

A  Mr.  Malott  of  Middleton,  Ohio,  claims  to  have  evidence  that 
our  Malott  family  can  be  traced  back  to  the  French  kings  but  all 
attempts  to  reach  this  gentleman  have  met  with  failure.

The  deed,  however,  was  made  in  1787,  Id  years  after  the  estate 
of  Catherine  was  probated.  This  would  lead  one  to  conclude  that 
the  property  had  probably  been  in  the  possession  of  benjamin  Malott 
all  the  time  and  it  had  just  been  learned  that  the  title  could  only

be  cleared  by  the  making  of  such  a  deed.  However,  the  fact  that

f  this  transaction  took  place  in  1787  shows  that  Peter,  son  of  Theodores, 
was  present  in  Maryland  at  this  date  as  he  came  in  person  to  sign 
this  document.

in  1770.  Must  we  then  infer  these  children  were  by  a  former 
marriage  of  Theodores  or  were  they  all  dead  by  1770? 

In  the  settlement  of  the  estate  of  Theodores  Malott  which 
Catherine,  his.  wife,  filed  in  1754  there  is  no  mention  of  John  and 
Theodores  while  Mary  has  married  James  Walling  and  in  this  settlement 
Joseph  and  Ruthy  Malott  are  mentioned  who  had  not  been  named  in  the 
will  of  Theodores.  Thomas  is  also  mentioned  in  this  settlement 
but  it  may  be  possible  this  is  a  mistake  for  Theodores.  John 
was  not  named  in  the  settlement.  Had  he  perhaps  died  before  1754? 

When  Catherine  Malott  made  her  will  in  1770  both  daughters,

Also  at  this  time  it  w  .s  customary  to  leave  the  "Lion’s  share" 
of  land  and  money  to  the  eldest  son. 

Benjamin  malott  made  his  will  June  1,  1815,  and  it  was  probated 
fept.  15,  1815,  at  \”  shington  County,  Maryland.  He  does  not  mention 
a  wife  but  mentions  his  children  and  grandchildren.  His  sons 
were:  Benjamin,  Theodores,  Elias.  His  daughters  were  Catherine  Gale, 
Rebecca  Lnell,  Elizabeth  Novell.  Three  Gale  grandchildren  were 
mentioned  and  Mary  Ann  Malott  who  was  the  child  of  his  deceased 
son  John  Malott. 

To  Benjamin  Jr.,  the  oldest  son,  was  left  part  of  a  tract  called 
"Agreed  in  Peace."  but  Benjamin  Malott  had  to  pay  the  sum  of  $2,000 
to  the  other  children.  The  negro  slave,  Dick,  was  willed  to  Benjamin 
Malott  with  the  provision  that  Dick  was  to  be  given  his  freedom 


at  a  certain  age. 

The  other  lands  were  to  be  sold  in  six  months’  time  including 
101  acres  of  "Agreed  in  Peace"  and  "Mocdrado."  The  pewter  ware  was 
to  be  divided  among  the  daughters  and  a  chest  was  willed  Catherine 
Gale.  The  grandchildren  were  to  receive  money.  The  executors 
to  this  will  were  Benjamin  Malott,  Jr.,  and  Theodores  Malott.  One 
of  the  witnesses  was  Daniel  Malott. 

From  the  Washington  County  marriage  records,  a  copy  of  which 
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war  given  me  by  Mrs.  Armstrong,  we  see  the  following:

He  resided  on  a  lovely  rollin,.  fsrri  which  original]  y  war 
obtained  from  a  government  grant  and  contained  1,000  acres. 

Part  of  the  original  house  built  by  Hiram  Maloit  is  still  stand¬ 
ing.  It  looks  like  a  New  L’ngland  cottage  today  but  two  of 
the  original  log  rooms  with  the  "dog-trot”  between  are  visable 
from  within.  You  can  see  just  where  the  old  fireplaces  were 
in  some  of  the  window  woodwork  is  still  intact.  Dr.  Orville 
Miller  and  his  family  reside  there  at  present. 

Mrs.  Miller  kindly  showed  us  the  long  wooden  tub  where 
Hiram  cured  his  meat.  This  tub,  she  said,  was  so  heavy  it  couldn’t 
be  moved  and  a  shack  was  constructed  over  it.  She  also  showed 
us  where  the  old  wagon  making  building  had  been.  Hiram  Malott 
was  a  wagon  maker  by  trc.de  as  we  believe  his  father  was  also. 

Jennie  German  was  born  on  this  farm  and  she  remembers  the 
large  wagon  shop.  Only  one  stone  remains  today  to  mark  this 
spot.  Jennie  has  a  vivid  recollection  of  the  old  cider  mill 
that  was  housed  in  the  building  also. 

The  tree  by  Hiram  Malott1 s  house  is  a  tall  fine  old  cedar 
planted  by  him. 

In  the  tax  list  for  the  year  1835  we  find  Hiram  Malott 
an  extensive  land  holder.  He  had  a  lot  of  cattle,  horses  and 
slaves.  In  a  far  corner  of  the  farm,  Mrs.  Miller  told  me, 
was  the  slave  graveyard. 

Mary  Malott  when  she  grew  older  was  afflicted  with 
a  sort  of  dropsy  that  caused  her  to  be  very  large  and  move 
about  with  difficulty.  Her  husband  constructed  a  special 
sleigh  for  her  that  accomodated  her  special  chair  so  she 
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could  ride  to  church  with  greater  ease. 

Both  Hiram  and  Mary  Malott  were  members  of  the  Lutheran 
Church,  ■‘■heir  graves  are  to  be  seen  in  the  f;rav  yard  beside 
the  church  and  the  stones  are  in  an  excellent  state  of  preserva¬ 
tion.  The  stones  were  of  marble. 

I  noticed  the  church  was  founded  in  18”?  but  tie  present 
building  v/.,s  not  the  original  one. 

Our  cousin  Georgia  Smith  of  Salem,  Oregon,  has  in  her 
possession  an  old  deed  made  by  Hiram  Malott  in  1804  with 
Francis  Vigo  for  land  in  Knox  county,  Indiana.  It  may  be

on  this  tnd  where  the  business  firm  of  Eli  V,'.  and  Y/m.  H. 

Malott  existed.  Hiram  Malott  is  supposed  to  have  started 
the  business  and  to  have  turned  it  over  to  his  sons.  The 
river  trade  business  was  most  profitable. 

According  to  the  U.S.  War  Department  Adjutant  General’s 
Office,  Hiram  Malott  served  in  the  war  of  1812  as  a  private 
in  Capt.  Philip  Shiveley’s  Company,  0th  negiment  (Calloway 1 s) 
Mounted  Kentucky  Volunteers.  His  service  started  Aug.  ?1,  181?, 
and  ended  Nov.  ?,  181?.  He  served  in  the  Ky .  Militia  until  the 
time  of  his  de .th  and  by  reason  of  which  service  he  attained 
the  rant  of  Major. 

Hiram  Malott  took;  p..rt  in  the  Battle  of  the  Thames  and 
saw  the  Indian  chief,  Tecumseh,  just  after  he  was  icilled.

Capt.  Shively  of  Jefferson  county,  Ky . ,  was  in  command  of 
a  company  assigned  to  the  8th  remiment  commanded  by  Col.  John 
Calloway.  This  regiment  was  half  of  the  4th  brigade  commanded 
by  Brig. -Gen.  James  Allen. 

Two  divisions  comprising  1500  men  assembled  at  Newport 
who  proceeded  from  Cincinnati  by  way  of  Hamilton,  Dayton  and 
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Springfield  to  Urbuna,  Ohio,  where  they  were  armed  and  equipped. 

On  Sept.  9,  181c,  this  army  of  Kentuckians  marched  forward 
through  Sandusky,  Fremont  and  Port  Clinton  arriving  the  day  after 
Perry’s  victory  at  ^a^e  Trie. 

1  hey  wor-  transported  by  water  to  hartley’s  Point  on  the 
Canadian  side  where  they  joined  oen.  Harrison’s  army.  There 
occurred  the  Battle  of  the  Thames.  This  history  as  given  by 
uisenberry  coincides  the  story  as  told  by  Mary  Malott 

to  her  grandchildren  about  Hiram  being  in  the  Battle  of  the 
Thames. 

The  will  of  our  ancestor,  Hiram  Malott,  was  quite  interesting. 
He  adv  meed  various  sums  to  his  children  before  his  death  so  his 
will  shows  his  attempt  to  equalize  all  shares.  To  Eli  W .  Malott 
he  leaves  land,  a  horse,  furniture,  brandy  and  apples,  a  watch,  and 
to  the  other  children  similar  bequests.  All  of  the  daughters 
are  to  receive  spinning  wheels,  silver  spoons,  cupboard  v.rare 
and  furniture  as  well  as  lands.  We  can  see  Hiram  Mallott  was 
a  man  of  considerable  wealth  in  his  community.  The  old 
homestead  was  occupied  by  Benjamin  F.  Malott  and  his  family. 

Mary  Malott  lived  there  during  her  life.  From  old  letters 
we  see  that  she  sometimes  made  the  trip  over  to  Bedford,  Ind. 
to  see  her  children.  Flowers  from  her  garden  on  the  old  farm 
were  given  often  to  Elizabeth  Mooney  Malott  (Mrs.  Michael  A.) 
and  her  garden  war  an  old  fashioned  one  made  up  of  flowering 
plants  from  the  old  home  place. 

We  find  interesting  evidence  of  the  friendship  of  Hiram 
Malott  for  the  family  of  Robert  McKeown  in  the  deed  book  at 
Jeff ersontown.  Book  1,  March  Court,.  1811.  It  was  ordered  several 
men,  among  them  Hiram  Malott,  ’’lay  off  and  allot  to  Leah  McKeown 
her  widow’s  dower  in  lands  on  which  her  husband,  Robert  McKeown, 
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lived,  near  Bruner s town . n

According  to  the  ’’Roster  of  Kentucky  Troops  in  the  Y.'ar 
of  1812”,  Y/e  see  there  was  no  other  man  by  the  name  of  Malott  in 
Hiram  Malott’ r  company  but  there  were  three  others  by  the  name 
serving  in  that  war  from  Kentucky.  Namely,  tv/o  whom  we  suspect 
of  being  brothers:  John  and  James  Malott  who  enlisted  the  same  day 
in  August,  1812,  and  served  in  the  same  outfit  under  Capt.  Dowden, 
Pogue’s  Regiment,  Kentucky  Militia.  The  third  Malott  was  South 
Malott,  of  whom  we  have  spoken  before. 

The  question  is  were  James  and  John  Malott  sons  also  of 
a  Joseph  Malott  who  w as  the  relative  of  Hiram  and  did  these  sons 
serve  in  the  Militia  with  Hiram  Malott?  Or  was  South  Malott,  son 
of  Joseph  Malott  and  Katie  South,  the  fellow  soldier  to  Hiram 
Malott  whom  Volney  T.  Malott  discussed  some  time  ago  with  Mrs. 
Johnston?  Undoubtedly,  there  is  a  degree  of  relationship  between 
all  these  Kentucky  soldiers  by  the  name  of  Malott.

Hawse,  Hause 
and  Hawes.  Other  spellings  were  House  and  Hass.  Inasmuch  as 
the  name  is  spelled  Haas  by  the  War  Department,  I  have  used 
that  spelling. 

Peter  Haas  was  a  pioneer  of  Lancaster  county,  Pennsylvania, 
according  to  an  account  of  his  life  as  given  on  page  130  of 
”The  Commemorative  Biographical  Record  of  Representative  Men 
of  Indianapolis  and  Vicinity.”  The  book  goes  on  to  say  that  he 
was  noted  for  his  religious  principles  and  patriotism.  He  was  a 
man  of  influence,  thrifty  and  wealthy,  owning-  large  tracts  of  land 
in  Berks,  Lancaster,  Chester  and  Northampton  counties  in  Pennsylvania. 
He  was  one  of  the  earliest  advocates  of  the  patriot  cause  in 
that  section.  lie  was  chosen  a  member  of  the  committee  of  safety 
and  observation  from  Lancaster  county,  and  to  represent  his 
county  in  the  election  of  two  brigadier  generals  of  Pennsylvania 
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Ar.sociators .  He  war.  a  zealous  and  fearless  member  of  the 

committee,  active  in  ferreting  out  and  arresting  those  unfavorable 

to  the  patriots*  He  gave  active  service  himself,  serving  seven 

•  * 

years. 


We  have  had  a  family  tradition  handed  down  to  us  that 
General  'Washington  and  his  staff  stopped  at  Grandmother  Haas* 
for  dinner.  She  told  of  this  honor  many  times  to  her  grandchildren. 

Peter  Haas  married  Hannah  who  is  believed  to  have  been 
a  member  of  the  Boyer  family.  She  is  mentioned  in  Peter fs  will. 

Peter  Haas  resided  in  Northumberland  county,  Pennsylvania, 
after  the  war.  Possibly  he  spent  some  time  at  Hagerstown  as 
some  of  our  relatives  feel  that  a  few  of  the  Haas  children  were 
born  there. 

The  War  Department  shows  record  of  Peter  Haas  who  served  in 
the  Revolution  as  a  private  in  Capt.  John  Speere's  Co.,  13th 
Pa.  Reg.,  commanded  by  Col.  Walter  Stewart.  His  name  appears 
on  an  undated  return  of  that  company  which  shows:  number  of 
months,  4;  names  of  months.  Sept.,  Oct.,  Nov.,  Dec.,  1776;  amount 
due,  L10 •  Lewis  Farmer  is  shown  as  Lt.  Col.  in  the  13th  Pa.

Peter  Haas  served  as  a  private  and  corporal  in  Capt.  John 
Huling*  s  Co.,  2nd  Pa.  Battalion,  also  designated  3rd  Pa.  Reg., 
commanded  by  Col.  Arthur  St.  Clair  and  Col.  Joseph  Wood.  His 
name  appears  on  an  undated  f>ayroll  of  prisoners  taken  at  Three 
Rivers,  which  shows:  "Date  of  enlistment,  Jan.  10,  1776;  when  taken, 
June  8,  1776;  time  in  service,  7  mo.,  2  days;  sum  due,  L8  S16  D8; 
arrived  here  with  Gen.  Thompson  from  Quebec."

Peter  Haas  received  depreciation, pay  for  his’ war  services.  t 
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Until  recently  some  of  this  depreciation  pay  was  preserved  in 
the  family  of  Henry  Clay  Duncan  of  Bloomington,  Indiana,  a 
descendant*  Mrs.  Antoinette  Hansen  swears  she  can  make  a  sworn  , 
statement  that  she  has  seen  this,  pay  which  was  given  the  family 
by  Mary  Haas  Malott.  For  proof  of  this  pay  being  given  see 
Pennsylvania  Archives,  vol.  IV,  page  259,  where  it  says  Peter  Haas 
received  depreciation  pay  from  the  Berks  county  Militia  as  "per 
canceled  certificates  on  file  in  the  division  of  Public  Records, 
Pennsylvania  State  Library.” 

Following  are  services  belonging  to  a  Peter  Haas.  Whether  or 
not  they  refer  to  our  ancestor,  I  cannot  say,  but  we  know  he  served 
for  seven  years  off  and  on  and  so  it  is  possible  all  records 
refer  to  our  ancestor Ts  service.  All  the  following  service 
is  recorded  in  the  Pennsylvania  Archives. 

Peter  Haas  served  with  the  Berks  Co.  Battalion  under  Lt. 
hherer  Feb.  1791,  guarding  convention  prisoners.  Peter  Haas 
was  on  the  Militia  payroll  under  Capt.  Ladich  from  Berks  Co. 

There  is  a  record  of  ieter  Haas  in  the  muster  roll  of  the  Pa. 
Volunteers  of  oerks  Co.,  in  June  1,  1700— June  15,  1781.  Peter  Haas 
on  the  payroll  of  Capt.  Maderv*  s  Co. ,  of  Berks  Co.,  1708.

Colonel  Eli  Malott 


sent  his  barouche  with  his  son  Hiram  as  the  driver  to  the  top  of 

the  Knobs  to  Reuben  Lucas*  to  meet  Johnston  coming  from  New  Albany 

to  Salem,  The  Malott  carriage  was  the  only  stylish  carriage

in  town.  For  this  occassion  it  was  drawn  by  four  white  horses. 

The  Colonel  flattered  his  driver  and  gave  him  the  nickname  of 
**BoenergiesT*  by  which  he  was  afterwards  known.  A  barbeque  was  held 

i 

west’ of  Salem  in  honor  of  the  visitor.  The  pit  was  25  feet  long  by 
8  feet  wide  and  4  feet  deep  and  roasted  beef,  pig  and  poultry  were 
prepared  as  well  as  corn  pone  of  great  size  and  delicacy. 

Eli  Malott  was  the  owner  of  a  store  in  Salem  in  which  his 


brother  Michael  clerked  until  his  marriage.  After  Michael* s 
marriage  he  removed  to  Leesburg,  Ind.,  and  then  to  Bedford  as 
soon  as  Bedford  was  laid  out. 


Eli  V/.  Malott  engaged  in  business  with  \7m.  II .  Malott  in 
providing  necessities  to  the  Louisiana  river  men.  This  business 
was  started  by  their  father,  Hiram  Malott.

'THE  FAMILY  OF  WILLIAM  H.  MaLOTT,  SON  OF  HIRAM  AND  MARY  H.  MALOTT. 

William  H.  Malott  was  born  May  15,  1813,  in  Jefferson  county, 
Kentucky.  He  was  brought  up  in  a  large  family  oi  brothers  and  sister 
His  father  joined  Calloway's  Volunteer  Cavalry  when  V,Tilliam  was  a 
baby  and  was  away  in  service  for  several  months. 

William  was  much  like  any  other  Kentucky  lad,  I  imagine,  of  a 
prosperous  farming  family  in  those  days.  He  probably  had  chores 
to  do  on  the  farm  besides  his-  studying  that  his  father  insisted 

t 

upon. 

It  has  been  a  family  tradition  that  hobert  McKeown,  Jr.,  and 
William  Malott  went  to  Princeton  University.  But  on  checking  up, 
we  find  that  was  not  the  case.  '.Ve  do  know  these  boys  went  off 
to  college  som-  where  and  we  are  under  the  impression  that  they 
may  have  attended  McKeown  College  at  Anchorage,  Kentucky. 

This  was  quite  a  well-known  institution  of  learning  at  this 
time.  Astronomy  and  civil  engineering  were  the  major  courses 
taught  and  the  quality  of  instruction  was  said  to  be  high. 

Onetime  when  William  Malott  and-  Robert  McKeown  rode  home 
unexpectedly  from  college,  Leah  was  sent  over  to  the  Malott 
plantation  to  borrow  a  few  much  needed  supplies  for  her  brother's 
homecoming  dinner.  It  was  on  this  occasioh  that  William  Malott 
first  noticed  that  Leah  McKeown,  the  little  neighbor  girl,  had 
grown  up  to  be  a  beautiful  young  woman.  She  must  have  been 
very  lovely.  Judging  from  her  picture.  Dark  with  high  color  and 
black  curls.  A  vital  kind  of  face  with  quite  a  little  fire  and 

mischief  in  it  too. 

So  William  and  Leah  fell  in  love  at  first  sight  and  before  lc 
they  were  married  and  settled  down  in  a  home  of  their  own  in 
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Jefferson  County,  probably  near  the  Malotts.

Malott  always  had  a  leaning  towards  business.  In 

It  ^ Ii Vi IV  * 


the  tax  list  of  1835,  we  see  record  of  a  purchase  he  made  with 
George  Bence  of  1,000  acres  in  Cumberland  county.  Some  sort 


of  real  estate  venture,  no  doubt. 

William  Malott  and  Leah  continued  to  live  in  Jefferson  County 
until  1841  when  he  and  his  brother  Eli  decided  to  go  into  a  business 
in  Indiana  which  their  father  had  established.  It  was  a  profitable 
business  too.  Selling  supplies  to  the  Louisanna  traders  and  was 
known  as  "the  lower  river  trade. n 

I  have  often  wondered  if  the  headquarters  for  this  business 
was  on  the  Knox  county  property  that  Hiram  Malott  bought  of  Francis 
Vigo.  The  property  was  on  the  Wabash  river  and  that  was  a  likely 
place  for  such  a  kind  of  business. 

We  also  know  that  Eli  and  William  lived  at  Salem  some  of  the 
time  and  the  graves  of  both  these  men  are  at  Salem,  Indiana.

The  business  flourished  and  both  men  were  becoming  prosperous. 


Unfortunately  William  Malott  did  not  Live  long  after  he  came  to 


Indiana.  He  died  Nov.  4,  1845. 

He  left  his  widow,  Leah  McKeown  Malott, and  children.  To 
them  were  born  the  following  children:  Volney  Thomas  Malott, 

Minerva  Ellen,  Mary  Catherine,  Eli  W.M.  Eli  and  Minerva  died 
in  infancy. 

Mary  Catherine  Malott  was  born  Jan.  25,  1843.  She  was  a  devoted 
sister  to  Volney  and  it  was  lie  who  paid  for  her  education  at 
the  young  ladies  seminary  called  College  hill  at  Cincinnati.  She 
married  Keyes  Fletcher.  The  large  brick  house  in  Indianapolis 
•  on  the  north-west  corner  of  Delaware  and  11th  streets  was  built 
by  the  Fletchers  but  Mary  Catherine  became  ill  and  never  occupied 
that  house.  She  had  three  children:  Leah,  Mary  and  Robert  Malott 


Fletcher. 
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Leah  Fletcher  never  married.  She  lived  in  Sierra  Madra,  Cal., 
and  died  about  1934. 

Mary  Fletcher  married  Horace  Manlove  and  lives  in  St.  Louis. 
The  Manloves  have  two  children:  Ruth  Manlove,  who  is  a  librarian 
and  unmarried,  and  Robert  Manlove,  who  is  married  and  has  a  family. 

Robert  Malott  Fletcher  married  Inez  Rieble.  He  was  born 
in  1870  and  died  in  Indianapolis  in  3938.  He  was  associated  with 
the  Indiana  National  Bank.  They  had  one  son,  John  Fletcher,  who 
married  and  has  one  child,  Robert  Malott  Fletcher. 

Leah  Malott,  \Villiam?s  widow,  remarried  after  two  years*  time,

John  F.  Ramsey,  a  well-to-do  furniture  manufacturer  in  Indianapolis. 
John  Ramsey  took  under  his  care  the  two  Malott  children.  Other 
children  were  born  to  the  Ramseys. 

Members  of  the  family  who  knew  Grandma  Ramsey  speak  of  her 
sweetness  and  kindliness  of  character.  She  died  in  Indianapolis 
in  1904. 

William  H.  Malott  and  family  were  members  of  the  Methodist 
church  and  wore  faithful  members  of  their  church.  Good  Christian 
people . 
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VOLNEY  THOMAS  MALOTT 
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Volney  T.  Malott  was  born  Sept.  9,  1838,  In  Jefferson  county, 

Kentucky ,  and  was  8  years  old  when  his  mother  brought  her  family 
to  Indianapolis  to  live. 

I  remember  my  grandfather  describing  to  me  his  interest  and 
fright  when  the  first  train  came  to  Indianapolis,  In  fact,  he 
was  so  terrified  that  he  hid  behind  his  mother* s  skirts. 

The  early  part  of  his  education  was  secured  at  the  Seminary 

\ 

at  Salem,  Indiana,  of  which  John  I.  Morrison  was  the  head.  He 
later  attended  private  schools,  being  a  pupil  for  some  time  of 
Rev.  \7m.  A.  Holliday;  he  also  went  to  the  Marion  county  Seminary 
and  the  Indianapolis  high  school. 

The  very  first  school  he  attended  was  when  at  the  age  of  4 
he  attended  the  private  school  of  Mr.  Thomas  May.  Later  he  attended 
the  Washington  County  Seminary. 

His  first  experience  in  banks  v/as  gained  during  vacation 
in  his  fifteenth  year.  He  was  employed  by  the  Trader *s  Bank, 
one  of  the  state *s  "free  banks. TT  He  learned  to  detect  counter¬ 
feit  money,  and  under  Byron  K.  Elliott  he  became  expert  in  detecting 
spurious  bills. 

He  succeeded  Byron  Elliott  as  teller  in  tie  Banking  House 
Bank  of  John  Woolev  and  Co.,  which  subsequently  became  the  Bank 
of  the  Capitol i  Volney  Malott  remained  there  until  1857  w hen 
he  entered  the  Indianapolis  branch  of  the  State  of  Indiana  Bank. 

He  served  as  teller  of  this  institution  until  September,  1862, 
when  iie  was  offered  the  position  of  cashier. 

This  position  he  declined  that  he  might  accept  the.  office 
of  secretary  and  treasurer  of  the  Peru  and  Indianapolis  Railroad 
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ompany  of  which  he  was  chosen  director,  his  connection  with 
he  bank  was  continued  through  his  position  as  a  director  in  its 
lanagement . 

In  the  spring  of  1865  in  company  with  several  prominent 
msiness  men,  among  them  David  Macy,  he  organized  the  merchant1 s 
lational  Bank  of  Indianapolis  which  he  served  as.  first  cashier 
ind  then  president  until  1882. 

In  1870  he  continued  to  act  as  treasurer  of  the  railroad 
corporation  previously  named.  \  This  road  had,  however,  been 
reorganized,  as  the  Indianapolis,  Peru  and  Chicago  Railroad. 

In  1870  he  left  the  bank  to  devote  himself  to  the  building 
of  the  Indianapolis  and  Michigan  City  Railroad  and  in  1871  he 
was  appointed  assistant  president  of  that  corporation,  in  1875 
taking  the  general  management.  From  that  time  he  was  general 
manager  and  vice-president,  later  acting  as  president  until  1881. 
That  year  the  Indianapolis,  Peru  and  Chicago  was  sola  to  the 
Wabash  Railroad  fco.,  but  V.T.  Malott  continued  his  connection 
with  the  road,  acting  as  vice-president  until  1885,  when  he  was 
•elected  vice-president  and  manager  of  the  Indianapolis  and  Union 
Railway  Co.,  a  position  he  retained  until  August  1889. 

He  resigned  in  August  1889,  having  been  appointed  by  Judge 
Walter  Q.  Gresham,  receiver  for  the  Chicago  and  Atlantic  Railroad 
Co*  During  his  connection  as  executive  with  the  Chicago  Belt  line 
and  the  Indianapolis  Union  Railway  Co.,  the  Union  Station  was  built. 

Gr&ndpa  chose  the  lovely  rose  window  that  is  still  in  the 
new  station  in  Indianapolis. 

In  1890  he  was  elected  president  of  the  Chicago  and  Western 

# 

Railroad,  a  terminal  line  of  Chicago,  furnishing  terminal  facilities 
for  6  railroads  entering  that  city,  and  operating  a  Belt  line. 
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The  following  year  he  resigned  the  office  of  president  and 
ivas  made  chairman  of  the  board  having  charge  of  its  principal 
financial  affairs.  While  he  v/as  on  the  board  several  millions 
of  dollars  were  spent  in  vast  improvements  of  this  line,  and 
as  a  consequence,  it  has  become  a  very  valuable  property. 

In  1893  he  and  Mr.  John  Holliday  formed  the  Union  Trust 
Company.  lie  was  a  director  and  on  its  executive  committee  during 
his  lifetime. 

In  1895,  V.T.  Malott  gave  up  his  position  and  took  the 
n grand  tour*’  of  Europe  with  his  wife  and  children. 

In  1896,  Judge  V/.A.  Y/oods  of  the  U.S.  Circuit  Court  appointed 
Volney  Malott  receiver  for  the  Terre  Haute  and  Indianapolis 
Railroad,  which  with  its  leased  lines  was  ^nown  as  the  Vandalia 
System. 

V.T.  Malott  v/as  elected  president  of  the  Merchants  National 
Bank  of  Indianapolis,  which  capacity  he  served  from  1878  until 
1882  when  he  transferred  his  interests  to  the  Indiana  National 
Bank,  of  which  he  became  president. 

The  Indiana  National  Bank,  which  dates  its  inception  back 
to  1865,  during  the  dark  days  of  the  civil  war,  is  the  leading 
bank  of  Indianapolis  and  the  State  of  Indiana,  in  connection  with 
its  sister  bank,  the  Union  Trust  Company.  The  Indiana  National 
Bank  is  a  direct  descendant  of  an  honorable  ancestry,  the  State 
Bank  of  Indiana,  one  of  the  earliest  and  most  widely  known  banks 
of  the  West,  of  which  it  is  the  successor,  having  been  chartered  by 
a  special  act  of  the  legislature  in  1834.  Its  men  and  managers 
were  men  of  sterling  integrity  and  great  budness  ability. 
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In  those  days  the  State  was  slov'ly  filling  up  with  hardy 
toilers  from  the  East  and  South,  and  v'hen  currency  was  scarce, 

an  institution  of  such  strength  and  character  was  a  great  aid 

•  • 

in  marketing  the  rich  products  of  these  new  and  distant  settle¬ 
ments. 

Upon  the  expiration  of  its  charter  in  1856,  the  State  Bank 
of  Indiana  was  succeeded  by  the  Bank  of  the  State  of  Indiana 
with  branches  in  6  or  more  places  in  Indiana. 

In  an  address  before  the  American  Bankers  Association  not 
so  long  ago  (possibly  in  1906),  Mr.  V/m.  C.  Cornwell,  a  financial 
writer  of  eminence,  in  speaking  of  banks,  said:  "This  bank  was 
one  of  the  best  banks  the  world  has  ever  known.  A  monumental 
ban:,  great  and  benificent,  it  lived  through  2  terrible  panics 
never  suspending  specie  payments.  From  the  day  it  opened  in 
18? 4  until  it  was  shut  out  by  the  operation  of  the  tax  on  State 
banks,  it  was  the  most  highly  profitable  to  shareholders  and 
most  advantageous  to  the  public  of  any  bank  we  ever  ’had."  It 
is  a  matter  of  history  that  the  Chemical  Bank  of  New  York,  the 
State  Bank  of  Kentucky  at  Frankfort  and  this  bank  were  the  only 
banks  in  the  country  that  did  not  suspend  payments  during  the 
panic  of  1857. 

When  the  civil  war  reached  its  height,  and  the  government 
proposed  the  organization  of  national  banks  and  called  all 
patriotic  bankers  to  its  aid,  the  directors  of  the  local  branch 
of  the  Bank  of  the  State  of  Indiana  organized  the  Indiana 
National  Bank.  From  its  beginnings  it  has  prospered  greatly, 
its  growth  being  one  of  the  marvels  of  modern  financing.  Volney 
Malott  was  its  third  president. 
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In  the  fall  of  1895  the  bank  burned.  While  the  flames 
were  leaping  high  over  their  fireproof  vault  containing  their 
books  and  securities  and  their  million  dollars  gold  reserve,  the 
officers  were  busily  engaged  in  looking  for  suitable  quarters; 
and  amazing  as  it  may  seem,  the  bank  opened  for  business  at  9 
o'clock  in  the  morning,  in  a  hastily  improvised  bank  room  and 
began  routine  business  as  usual. 

The  ban  it  building  had  been  completely  destroyed  with  the 

exception  of  the  vaults.  A  new  fireproof  building  was  built 

♦ 

on  a  promintory  made  where  Virginia  avenue  comes  into  Pennsylvania 
Street  at  Washington  Street.  It  is  a  convenient  and  commanding 
location.  The  building  is  of  classic  architecture,  built  of 
Indiana  limestone,  somewhat  resembling  the  Bank  of  England.  A 
great  deal  of  handsome  marble  is  used  in  the  interior. 

Volney  T.  Malott  married  September  2,  1862,  Caroline  Ann 
Macy,  only  daughter  of  David  Macy  and  Mary  Ann  Patterson  Macy. 

Six  children  were  born  to  Volney  Malott  and  his  wife:  Mary 
Florence  (Mrs.  Woodbury  T.  Morris  of  Indianapolis);  Caroline 
Grace  (Mrs.  Edwin  Forry  of  Indianapolis);  Katherine  Fletcher 
( Mrs ;  Arthur  V.  crown  of  Indianapolis);  Ella  Laura  (Mrs.  Edgar 
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considered  it  quite  fearful  to  talk  over  when  it  was  first 

* 

installed. 

In  1867,  Grandpa  Malott  built  his  house  on  Delaware  Street 
near  North  Street  (536).  Grandpa  Macy  built  a  similar  house 
on  adjoining  property  to  the  ncr  th  bordering  North  Street. 

The  houses  were  similar  in  style,  both  being  of  brick 
and  substantially  and  handsomely  built.  Two  porches  were  added 
to  these  houses  in  the  70Ts.  The  simple  dignity  of  the  houses 
can  be  imagined  before  the  addition  of  the  verandas. 

The  houses  were  high  ceilinged  with  lovely  woodwork  and 
very  spacious,  having  front  and  back  parlor,  library,  ‘dining  room 
large  breakfast  room,  kitchen  and  summer  kitchen  or  laundry  on 
the  first  floor.  Grandpa  and  Grandma  Malott1 s  house  was  a  second 
home  to  me.  I  was  there  many  days  out  of  each  week  as  I  adored 
being  with  them  and  they  were  always  so  very  lovely  to  me. 

Volney  Malott  spent  a  great  deal  of  time  in  Chicago  on 
business.  He  kept  at  all  times  regular  rooms  at  the  Palmer 
House.  He  belonged  to  the  Union  League  Club  in  Chicago 
and  was  an  honorary  member  of  the  Banker *s  Club  there.  At 
one  time  there  was  some  question  of  moving  to  Chicago  to  live. 

He  was  active  in  Indianapolis  and  was  a  member  of  many  of 
its  organizations.  He  was  president  of  the  University  Club 

t 

of  Indianapolis,  a  member  of  the  Commercial  and  Columbia  Clubs, 
a  member  of  the  Woodstock  Country  Club  of  Indianapolis.  He 
was  a  member  of  the  Indianapolis  board  of  Trade  and  a  director 
and  chairman  of  the  finance  board  of  the  John  Herron  Art  Institute. 
He  was  an  organizer  and  president  of  the  board  of  the  Crown  Hill 
Cemetery  Association.  He  was  an  organizer  of  the  Indianapolis 

Public  Library. 
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He  and  a  few  friends  started  a  library.  When  they  had 
accumulated  3,000  volumes,  they  contracted  with  the  city  to  take 

it  over  and  increase  .he  volumes  to  20,000.  This  was  the 
origin  of  the  present  Public  Library  of  Indianapolis. 

A  tribute  to  Volney  Malott* s  patriotic  services  in  connection 
with  the  repeal  of  the  Sherman  Act  is  told  in  the  book,  .  * 

"Biography  of  Walter  Q.  Gresham,”  by  his  wife.  She  says,  "The 
services  of  the  modest  banker  of  Indianapolis  rendered  the  country 
in  the  crisis  should  never  be  forgotten,  for  in  the  ultimate 
analysis,  it  was  Volney  T.  Malott  who  repealed  the  Sherman 
Silver  Act.” 

I  have  gathered  all  this  information  either  from  the 
Indianapolis  newspapers  which  told  about  his  life  at  the 
time  of  hi?  death,  or  from  the  book,  "Commemorative  Biographical 
He cord  of  Representative  Men  of  Indianapolis  and  Vicinity." 

The  newspapers  at  the  time  of  his  funeral  told  something 
of  >^5  personality  and  character,  what  a  charming  conversationalist 
he  was,  ’"hat  a  fine  memory  he  had,  how  kindly  and  democratic 
he  was  in  dealing  with  people,  his  reputation  for  honesty  and 
ris  integrity  of  character.  The  newspapers  also  told  how  his 
home  was  often  visited  by  the  great  and  prominent  men  of  the 
nation,  such  as  Jay  Gould,  Pres.  McCrea  of  the  Pennsylvania 
Railroad,  President  U.S.  Grant  and  *^rs.  Grant,  U.S.  Presidents 
Hayes  and  Harrison,  Albert  Beveridge,  Booth  Tarkington  and  James 
White ase  Riley,  Just  to  list  a  few.  My  grandfather  and  grandmother 
both  were  attendants  in  the  wedding  of  the  parents  of  Booth  Tarkin£f 
The  families  have  been  close  friends  for  three  eenerations. 

Volney  Malott  acted  as  receiver  of  the  Terre  Haute  and 
Indianapolis  Railroad  and  its  leased  lines  for  many  years  and  . 
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he  operated  for  the  owners,  as  trustee, .the  Terre  Sante  and 
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Logansport  R.R.  and  the  Logansport  and  Toledo  R.R.  He  was  a 
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I  director  of  the  Vandalia  System  and  the  Indianapolis  and  Union  R.R. 
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V.T.  Malott  died  after  an  illness  which  terminated  with 


pneumonia.  His  mind  was  clear  until  his  death.  The  day  before 
his  death,  he  held  a  director* s  meeting  in  his  bedroom.  He  died 
June  15,  1921,  and  his  funeral  services  were  held  at  the  Meridian 
Street  Church.  He  is  buried  at  Crown  Hill  cemetery.

The  article  was  entitled, 
nHistory  of  the  Fulton  County,  Pennsylvania,  Families, M  by 
Rev.  Ahimaaz  Mellott.n  A  full  copy  of  the  genealogy 
may  be  obtained  fran  the  newspaper. 

John,  Obediah  and  Jacob  Mellott  were  three  brothers 
who  came  with  their  half-brother  to  America  in  the  seventeenth 
century  from  France.  The  half-brother  settled  near  Hagers- 
town,  Maryland,  and  the  author  has  not  kept  up  with  that 
branch  of  the  family.  He  mentions  that  Denton  Malott  was 
of .  that  branch  as  were  the  family  of  Snells  who  lived  at 
Pidgeon  Cove  in  their  locality  in  Pennsylvania.  These  three 
brothers  settled  in  what  is  now  Licking  Creek  and  Belfast 
Townships  in  Fulton  county,  Pennsylvania. 

John  Mellott  married  a  Miss  Simpson  and  had  8  sons  and 
2  daughters:  Jacob,  Theodore,  Benjamin,  John,  Jeremiah,  Samuel, 
Stephen,  Stilwell,  Betty  and  Bile. 

Obediah  Mellott,  brother  of  John  and  Jacob,  the  immigrants, 
married  a  Miss  Wink  and  had  9  children:  Jacob,  John,  Obediah,  Jr., 
Elias,  Betsey,  Sarah,  Lydia,  Ida  and  Peggy.  After  the  death 
of  his  first  wife  he  married  Miss  Mary  Daniels  and  had  9 
more  children,  two  of  whom  died  in  infancy.  The  names  of  the 
surviving  ones  were:  Daniel,  Joseph,  Benjamin,  David,  Polly, 

Rhoda  and  Amy  Mellott. 

This  family  spell  their  name  Mellott.  Other  branches  spell 
it  variously,  Malotte,  Malot  and  Malott. 
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Taylor  Malott  was  believed  to  have  been  the  son  of  a  Pennsylvania 
Malott  family  who  lived  near  the  Maryland  border.  They  traded  at 
Hagerstown,  Md.  Peter  Malott  war  thought  to  have  had  three  sons, 
according  to  Attorney  James  Malott  of  Globe,  Arizona.  The  sons 
were  Hiram,  Taylor  and  Reason  Malott.  Peter  Malott,  the  fattier  of 
this  family,  married  in  Pennsylvania  and  his  children  were  born  there. 
Taylor  Malott  went  from  Pa.  to  Clermont  county,  Ohio,  where  his  son 
Wilton  Malott  was  born  Jan.  27,  1814.  Anton  married,  1st,  Lovina 
Crannell,  in  18? 2,  and  had:

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Mr.  Edson  H.  Malott  of  Whittior,  California,  states  he  has 
seen  the  printed  history  of  the  Canadian -branch  of  the  family 
and  said  history  does  not  state  who  the  father  of  this  family 
was,  but  he  quotes  from  the  history  as  follows:  "A  Widow 
Malott,  three  sons  and  two  daughters,  Peter,  David,  Theodore, 
Catherine  and  Delilah,  were  captured  by  Indians  in  coming 
down  the  Ohio  river  to  Kentucky  and  were  taken  into  Canada 
where  many  of  their  descendants  now  live.” 

Mr.  E.  H.  Malott  continues  and  states  that  this  Malott 
family  came  from  the  state  of  Maryland.  Peter  Malott  married 
Mary  Jones,  a  native  of  West  Virginia.  Peter  Malott  met  his 
death  in  a  tragic  manner.  He  fell  into  a  vat  of  boiling 
cider.  Mary  Jones  Malott  lived  in  captivity  with  the  Indians 
for  ten  years  from  1777  until  1787.  ♦

The  stock  belonging  to  the  whole  company  was  put  upon  the 
first  of  the  three  boats  in  the  little  fleet.  Peter  Mallott

was  in  charge  of  this, boat.  The  women  and  children  of  the  party  - 


were  on  the  last  boat,  in  charge  of  Capt.  Reynolds,  a  Revolutionary 
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veteran. 

On  April  1st  they  had  reached  a  point  in  the  Ohio  Fiver 
near  the  mouth  of  Captina  CreeK,  20  miles  below  Wheeling. 

There  they  were  attacked  by  Delaware  Indians,  among  whom  was  the 
notorious  Washnash.  These  Indians  were  of  the  Munsey  clan 
of  the  Delawares. 

The  third  boat,  containing  the  women  and  children,  was 
captured  by  Indians,  Capt.  Reynolds  being  slain  with  his 
small  daughter.  Peter  Malott* s  wife,  Sarah,  and  their  children, 
of  whom  there  were  several,  were  taken  captive,  along  with  other 
passengers  on  the  3rd  boat.  The  first  tv/o  boats  were  not 
harmed.  What  became  of  Peter  Mallott  from  that  time  I  have 
not  been  able  to  learn  definitely,  although  I  have  read  a  vague 
reference  to  one  Draper,  who  has  written  some  historical  matter, 
in  which  he  is  quoted  as  saying  Peter  Mallott  returned  to 
Maryland  and  married  again. 

Sarah  Malott  and  her  children,  however,  are  quite  well 
established  as  minor  historical  characters.  Sarah  next  appears 
as  living  in  Detroit,  having  made  an  extensive  search  for  her 
family.  She  was  successful  in  finding  her  children.  We 
know  her  eldest  daughter,  Catherine  Malott,  was  with  her  in 
Detroit  in  1784,  as  that  year  Catherine  married  Simon  dirty, 
notorious  in  American  history  as  a  renegade,  but  viewed  from 
the  Canadian  and  British  annals  as  a  daring  frontiersman. 

Girty,  as  is  well  ’mown,  was  adopted  into  the  Wyandot  tribe 
while  a  child,  having  been  captured  by  Indians  along  with  his  two 
brothers  and  half-brother.  He  was  continually,  passing  back  and 
forth  among  the  Indian  settlers  for  the  Bri ti sh-Canadian 
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government,  in  his  capacity  as  Indian  agent.  •  He  either  ran 
across  Catherine  Malott  accidently  while  journeying,  or  was 
commissioned  by  her  mother  to  find  her  among  the  Indians. 

At  any  rate  Simon  Girty  brought  Catherine  to  Detroit, 
apparently  gaining  her  release  from  the  tribe. 

Catherine  Malott  would  appear  to  have  been  quite  a  well- 
known  resident  of  Detroit.  She  is  reported  to  have  been 
a  great  beauty. 

The  Girtys  set  up  their  home  on  a  grant  of  government 
land  on  the  Canadian  side  of  the  river  two  miles  below  tie 
present  village  of  Amherstville .  Here  they  lived  for  several 
years  rearing  a  family  of  children. 

Girty  was  a  hard  drinker  and  a  quarrelsome  man  zo  live 
with.  !'is  wife  was  held  in  high  respect  by  all  who  came 
in  contact  with  her.  Eventually,  she  was  forced  to  leave 
her  husband,  but  returned  to  him  in  his  old  age  and  was  with 
him  at  the  time  of  his  death. 

There  is  reference  to  her  in  the  report  of  a  Quaker 
commission  which  visited  Detroit  in  an  effort  to  settle  Indian 
differences  by  conciliation  at  one  time.  The  commissioners 
spent  a  few  days  in  the  Girty  home  where  services  were  held 
one  Sunday.  They  reported  Mrs.  Girty  was  pleased  to  join 
in  public  worship,  a  privilege  not  available  to  her. 

I  have  never  found  out  anything  definite  concerning 
Catherine's  brothers  and  sisters.  One  traveler  reports,  however, 
that  he  found  the  Mallot  children  and  their  mother  living 
in  Detroit  several  years  after  Catherine's  marriage  and  that 
all  ‘ere  prospering. 
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•V/;‘  One  Catherine  U*  Girtyfs  sons  was  commissioned  a 
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Major  in  .the  Canadian  army  at  one  time  and  this  same  son  ran 
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parliament,  falling  of  election  however.  Catherine 
died  in  1852."

Malotts.  Mr.  E.H.  Malott  noted  a  strong  family  resemblance 
to  his  branch  of  the  Malott  family. 
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This  data  was  supplied  in  the  main  by  the  Misses  Lena  and 
Emily  Fox  of  Kingsville,  Ontario.  The  data  concerning  the  line  of 
Joseph  Malott,  son  of  Peter,  was  given  me  by  the  Rev.  F.E.  Malott  of 
Browning  Island,  Muskoka,  Ontario.  The  data  from  the  Misses  Fox 
vas  given  me  by  Mrs.  Armstrong. 

The  list  starts  with  Peter  Malott  who  married  Mary  Jones.  He 
was  the  son  of  Widow  Malott  and  a  brother  of  Catherine  Girty. 

Peter  Malott  received  a  grant  of  land  from  the  Crown  in  1795  and 
this  deed  is  registered  in  Detroit  which  was  then  British.  It 
is  also  recorded  in  the  Ontario  Archives.  Mrs.  Anna  Malott  of 
Kingsville,  Ontario,  wrote  me  concerning  this  grant  of  land,  but  she 
places  the  date  of  the  grant  as  being  1798.  She  lives  on  this 
grant  of  land  and  says  that  no  one  but  a  Peter  Malott  has  ever 
lived  there  since  the  grant.  Her  husband1  s  father  was  Peter  Malotjt 
but  his  two  sons  were  Delman  Malott  and  Harold  Malott  and  there 
are  no  grandchildren.  Following  is  the  list  of  the  children  of

Of  the  Draper  Manuscripts  on  page  164  of  vol.  5  is  the  follow¬ 
ing  footnote.  (The  data  given  here  starting  with  the  material  on 
Catherine  Girtv  was  given  us  by  the  consulting  librarian  of  the 
Burton  Historical  Collection  of  the  Public  Library  of  Detroit.  Mr. 
Krum  sent  this  data  to  Mrs.  Eugene  Ray  who  in  turn  sent  it  to  Mrs. 
Armstrong  from  whom  I  received  it.) 


On  page  164  of  the  Draper  Manuscripts*  footnotes,  "Thomas,  son 
of  Wm.  Forsythe  (for  whom  see  Wis.  Hist.  Coll.  XXIII,  346,  note  2) 
was  born  Dec.  5,  1771,  at  Detroit.  V*hile  still  young,  he  entered 
the  Indian  trade.  In  1802  he  formed  a  partnership  with  his  half- 
brother,  John  Kinzie,  for  trade  at  Chicago  and  Peoria  and  was 
occupied  herewith  until  the  war  of  1812.  In  1804,  Forsythe  married 
Kezia  Malott.  For  further  details  see  Draper *s  interview  in  1868 
with  his  son  Robert  in  Draper  Mss.  22S99-I11. 


In  the  lobby  of  the  Hotel  Henry  at  Pittsburg,  Pa.,  there  hangs 
a  painting  of  a  lovely  girl  said  to  be  Catherine  Malott,  who  was 
known  for  her  beauty.  She  married  Simon  Girty. 


A  Mrs.  Wilson  of  Baltimore  is  said  to  have  entered  the  Huguenot 
Society  by  reason  of  her  descent  from  John  Wilhelm  Malott.  This 
man  may  be  the  ancestor  of  the  Maryland  Malotts.-  She  says  the 
Fulton  county,  Pa.,  Malotts  kept  in  touch  with  their  Maryland 
relatives  and  our  Theodores  may  be  half-brother  of  the  Pennsylvania 
group. 
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Is  it  not  possible,  it  is  asked,  for  Joseph  Malott  whose 
daughter  married  Robert  Forsythe  to  be  the  Joseph  Malott  who  went 
with  George  Rogers  Clark  (See  Winning  of  the  West,"  by  English) 
and  that  he  is  a  nephew  or  brother  of  Catherine  Girty?  Could  this 
Joseph  Malott  be  the  one  whose  will  is  on  record  in  Clark  county, 
Ind.,  who  "died  of  a  mortal  wound,  March  12,  1812"  and  whose  widow 
was  a  daughter  of  John  Dailey, 

From  the  letter  from  the  Burton  Collection  man  at  the  Detroit 
library: 

"All  I  know  about  the  Malotte  family  is  contained  in  several 
books  on  Simon  Girty* s  career.  See  Charles  McKnight*s  book  "Our 
Western  Border"  (Phila.  1875),  pages  422-423.  We  have  here  in 
Detroit  an  obscure  volume  which  was  published  in  Windsor  in  1880 
by  Mrs.  Mary  Burch  entitled  "A  Family  Record."  In  chapter  XIX 
she  deals  with  the  Malotte  family  and  there  are  allusions  to  the 
family  in  other  chapters  also.  The  author  begins  with  a  certain 
Peter  Malott,  who  seems  to  have  been  a  brother  of  Simon  Girty* s 
wife.  He  was  brought  to  Detroit  along  with  other  members  of  the 
family  as  an  Indian  captive  and  ransomed  with  others  by  either  the 
uncle  or  father  of  Gen.  Alexander  Macomb.  His  age  is  not  given 
but  he  married  Mary  Jones  who  died  Oct.  2,  1845,  aged  78  years.. 
Peter,  it  appears,  must  have  been  a  youth  when  his  family  were 
captured  as  McKnight  gives  the  date  of  this  capture  as  the  spring 
of  1779.  The  father  of  this  family  is  given  as  Peter  Malott." 

Several  of  the  Malotts  seem  to  have  been  brought  to  Detroit 
by  Indians  and  here  ransomed  (this  is  from  another  source  and  sent 
by  the  Detroit  Library) .  The  descendants  of  these  Malotts  are  to 
be  found  today  along  the  shore  of  Lake  Erie  east  of  Amherstburg. 

It  seems  strange  that  Peter  Malott,  who  was  the  father ,of  this 
family,  did  not  join  his  family  in  Detroit.  The  Girty  family 
association  holds  annual  reunions  each  summer,  sometimes  at 
Amherstburg,  sometimes  at  Kingsville  with  a  large  attendance.
